dimjTrottep’s Famous Letter- * 

The recent cold snap and snow 
blockade in tlis mountains, which 
1 froze animals ami at place* inter¬ 
cepted travel, reminds a correspon- 
ent of the Uichuioud Dispatch 6f a 
j in mods lette from ar Virginia mail 
contractor, written in 185#, which 
is strid te have tie* n fmond by the * 
iiuthoriries and hung in a conspicu¬ 
ous place in one of the office* of tb* 
Post office Department. 

At tbut time, perhaps, oilttef tb* 
longest route* in the South was 
from Staunton to Parkersburg,.W. 
Va., over tbe Staunton and Par- 
kereburg turnpike, a distance Ot 
i252 miles, and James Trotter *# 
the contractor, driving the old- 
fasbioued stage coach, with its four 
horses, and having sufficient relays, 
which enabled him to tu#1te two 
trips a week. The tremendous 
snow drifts on Cheat Mountain in 
1850 will never be fprgottou. The 
tops of trees 75 and 80 feet tall 
were just. visible in some of the 
deep hollows, and even on the ad¬ 
jacent farm lands live stock passed 
over fences from field to field, cat- 
ing the tops off of fruit trees, dowa . 
to the level of the muow crust; 

. The mail sei vice on Trotter’s line 
was of coarse, at a standstill—a fact 
which was duly reported, but, the 
authorities, failing to realize tbe ex¬ 
tent of tbe blockade, continued to 
annoy him about his failure to cross 
t|»® mountain. Finally, we are told 
that, in a fit of passion, and with 
the hope of putting a stop to tbe 
goading* which were so galilug to 
him, he wrote the following letter, 
which as already stated, is on re¬ 
cord, neatly framed, in the depart¬ 
ment at Washington: 

“If yon were to knock oat the 
gable-end of h—1 and turn it loos* 
on -Cheat Mountain, it wouldn’t 
generate steam enongh In six 
months to o|»en np tbe snow-d^fts.”

The mailboy from Huttonsrille 
te Travelers’ Repose got in a suow 
drift, his horse fell and he could not 
get him ont, he went to Cheat 
Camp and got help, bu’ when they 
got back the horse's legs were fro 
zen and cnnld >.ot stand 
and soon died frozen in the. drift 
where tbe snow may lie until July 
the <tb, 1896. 


The Raven Rocks, on Wm. M. 
McAllister’s fartn, 6ii Elk, ik a 
great curiosity. Recent clearing 
has removed the obstruction that 
hitherto obscured^ the view from 
the turnpike, and Ihey can now be 
seen from the road. 

It is a very imposing sight. 
From a distance it appears to be a 
vsst over hanging cliff, about sev¬ 
enty-five feet high on a high point. 
When visited the high cliff is 
found to be a detached portion of 
the cliffs, being separated from the 
rest of the mountain by a chasm 
of about three feet in width, which 
extends clear across its breadth, 
and is as deep as the cliff is high. 
It is said that in hacking recently, 
the workmen were afraid to cross 
this fissure, and for that reason did 
not deaden a few pine trees that 
grow on this top. As will be seen 
by this meager description, the 
rock is an immense body of stone 
detached ^grith a base much small¬ 
er than the top. ___ 

"When standing on the top, the 
tourist seems to be overhanging the 
very bottom of the deep valley be¬ 
low, the side of the mountain 1 -eing 
very precipitous, and the rock 
shelving over so much. The place 
has been the home of wild-cats, 
which have full and undisputed 
possession of the caves and holes 
in the rock. Mr. Jas. Gibson, Jr., 
of Elk, some years ago was taken 
by surprise by a wild-cat here. His 
dogs were baying a wild-cat in one 
ole. Presently a cat oftrne out of 
another hole beside the hunter, 
and jumped on the side of a tree. 
The unexpected appearance of the 
, cr*t, rattled the hunter to that ex¬ 
tent that he forgot he had a gun, 
and the cat ran away unhurt.
